The grand jury three weeks ago in- 


dicted Banks, who was one of the 
state's financial leaders; John M. Davis 
chairman of the board; J. H. Stanley, 
executive vice president; J. C. Con- 
way, secretary; and R. H. Thompson, 
cashier. 


"The grnnd jury had no evidence 


upon which to rescind its action in in- 
diclinfi these- bankers." Bailey said, 
"nncl I ran only conclude members 
of the grand jury have abjectly sur- 
rendered to political and 
financial 


pressure."

bank.1; which crashed last November 
17. The American Exchange and the 
three insurance'companies, the Home 
Fire and Home Accident,.now in re- 
ceivership, and the Home Life of Ar- 
kansas, were affiliated with Rogers 
Caldwell, Nashville, Tenn., banker, 
new in receivership with his com- 
panies, The Home Life recently was 
merged with another concern.

Catching Snakes Alive 


Is Profitable Business 


MERRIMACK, Wis.-(U.R)—Captur- 


ing rattlesnakes alive was Elmer Kei- 
tel's hobby when he was a boy; now 
it is a profitable business for him ev- 
ery spring. 


Every April and May for 20 years 


he 
has hunted 
rattlesnakes, 
bull 


snakes, blue racers, and spotted adders 
in the granite bluffs on his farm near 
Devil's lake state park. He sells live 
snakes to carnivals, circuses, zoologi- 
cal museums and laboratories and 
tanned skins to leather manufactur- 
ers who use them for women's shoes 
and purses. He also finds, a market 
for rattlesnake venom, used lo make 
an antidote serum. 


Rattlesnakes sell foi- between $18 


and J20 a dozen, bull snakes for $3 
apiece, and blue racers for $12 to $15 
a dozen. Keitel estimates that he has 
captured more than 5,000 rattlesnakes 
during the past 20 years.

shall be present when a question is 
stated from the chair shall vote there- 
on unless excused by unanimous con- 
sent or by vote of the Council to be 
decided at once without debate, or 
unless he be directly interested in the 
question, in which case he shall not 
vote. 


Sec. 15: If the bond of any officer, 


agent or employee of the City shall, 
at any time, be deemed insufficient 
with respect to security or otherwise, 
it shall be the duty of the committee 
on finance to report the same to the 
Council, and the Council may imme- 
Siately require additional security or 
new bond, which new bond or obli- 
gation shall be submitted to the Coun- 
cil for its approval or rejection, and 
in case of the failure of any party to 
comply with the above provision the 
Council may declare the office of such 
officer vacant and appoint some suit- 
able and competent citizen to fill the 
office or position so made vacant, and 
who shall exercise all the rights, and 
privileges and be under the same re- 
strictions provided by law and ordin- 
ance for the officer, agent and em- 
ployee aforesaid, and when so ap- 
pointed full faith shall be given to his 
acts as such. 


Sec. 16: The standing committee of 


the common council shall be appoint- 
ed by the Mayor annually at the first 
regular meeting in April, and shall 
consist of three members each. The 
first person named on the committee 
shall be the chairman thereof. 


The following shall be the standing 


committees: 


1st. On Water and Lights. 2nd. On 


Streets and Alleys. 3rd. On Finance. 
4th. 
On Police. 5th. On Fire and 


Hose. 6th. On Sewer. 7th. On Side- 
walks. 8th. On Ordinances. 


Sec. 17: All special committees shall 


consist of three members each, unless 
some other number be specified, and 
the first person named shall be chair- 
man. 


Sec. 18: The report of all commit- 


tees shall be in writing and address- 
ed to the Council of the City of Hope. 
They shall briefly describe the mat- 


ter t»fe«ted and the conclusion to 
which the commute* has arrived, 
which conclusion shall be summed up 
In the form of an Ordinance, resolu- 
tion Of recommendation, if consistent 
With the order of the reference. 


Duties 6f the Committees-* 


Finance Committee. 


Sec. 19: it shall be the duty of the 


finance committee to take cognizance 
of all subjects relating to the revenue 
of the Cit;-^ rents, taxes, licenses, and 
after the proper reference to them, 
examine all bills so referred, and in 
such examination, if necessary to use 
the power of the Mayor in Calling for 
persons arid papers, nnd make their 
report upon all matters referred to 
them by the following meeting of the 
Council unless excused for good cause. 


Sec. 20: The Fire and Hose Com- 


mittee shall have general supervision 
of everything appertaining to the fire 
department. The efficiency or inef- 
ficiency of the officers, the same as 
to the apparatus in use. Examine into 
'nnd report upon failure of any kind 
either on the part of the fire depart- 
ment, city officials, or on the part of 
the water works company to comply 
strictly with the requirements and ob- 
ligations embraced in the ordinance 
establishing the water, works facili- 
ties in the City. It shall further be 
their duty in conjunction with the 
Mayor to have general supervision of 
all matters relating to the fire limits 
viz., their extension or contraction, 
repairs or removal of old buildings 
and in all such matters they shall be 
governed by existing ordinances, and 
shall have charge of all matters re- 
lating to the water supply of the City. 


Sec. 21: That the aldermen of the 


City of Hope, Arkansas, shall each re- 
ceive as full compensation for his 
services as such alderman $5.00 for 
each regular or special meeting at- 
tended by him, payable on the first 
day of each month after the services 
are performed. 


ARTICLE FOUR 


Clerk 


Sec. 1: The Clerk shall have such 


power and perform such duties as are 
prescribed by law for clerks of cities 
of the first-class. 


Sec. 2: It shall be the duty of the 
i 


City Clerk of this city to keep a rec-1 
ord of the proceedings of the City 
Council at any regular or special 
meeting thereof, in a book to be kept 
by him for that purpose; and he shall 
keep an index to such record show- 
ing all important matters, such as 
ordinances, by-laws, resolutions and 
contracts and the like. He shall keep 
all such books as shall be necessary 
for a right and proper understanding 
of the financial condition of the city 
and shall make an abstract showing 
such financial condition of the City, 
and shall publish the same quarterly, 
on the last days of May, June, Sep- 
tember and December of each year. 


Sec. 3: He shall open and keep an 


account with all city officers charging 
each such officer with the amount of 
moneys, securities, warrants or bonds 
and the taxes levied and licenses turn- 
er over for collection received by such 
officer, and giving him , credit 
for 


whatever moneys, securities, warrants 
or bonds he may be entitled to credit 
for upon such officer making the 
proper returns to the office of such 
clerk; and in order to enable each 
such officer to make and keep a reg- 
ular, correct and true account of hisj 
official affairs, he, the said City Clerk, 
shall cause to be printed, when nec- 
essary, and shall furnish to each such 
officer upon application to him for 
that purpose, all necessary 
blanks 


therefor, such blanks to be of such 
form and in such detail as the City 
Council may have approved. He shall 
also charge each such officer with all 
property issued or delivered to him 
and require of each such officer that 
he make a quarterly report to such 
clerk, showing how such property has 
been expended and how much there 
remained on hand and the condition 
thereof. He shall also open and keep 
an account with the Sheriff and Col- 
lector of Hempstead County, charging 
such Sheriff and Collector with the 
tax list of city property, and upon 
such Sheriff exhibiting the receipt of 
the treasurer of this city therefor, giv- 
ing him credit for the amount of such 
taxes collected and paid over to the 
City Treasurer. 


Sec. 4: He shall also furnish to any 


person, upon application to him for 
that purpose, the necessary and adopt- 
,ed form for bills against the City for 
work and labor done or services per- 
formed, or for material furnished. 


Sec. 5: He shall also open and keep 


an account with the City Treasurer 
of the city; and whenever the City 
Collector, or the Sheriff of Hempstead 
County as Ex-Officio Collector of ad 
valorem city taxes, or whenever any 
officer of this city shall report that 
they have paid over or delivered over 
to such treasurer any moneys, cer- 
tificates, warrants, bonds, or other 
securities collected by them, and ac- 
company such report with the receipt 
or other acknowledgement of the said 
treasurer to that effect he, the said 
Clerk, shall charge the amount so re- 
ported to such treasurer and shall 
credit the amount thus reported to the 
officer so reporting. . 


Sec. 6: It shall be the duty of the 


clerk to issue warrants and certifi- 
cates of city indebtedness, by order 
of the City Council to all persons en- 
titled by law to receive the same; and 
he shall keep an account of the same 
with the number, date, amount and the 
name of the person in whose favor 
the same was issued, to the proper 
fund on which the same was drawn 
in a ledger to be kept by him for that 
purpose; and he shall report at such 
regular meeting of the Council a 
statement of all certificates of indebt- 
edness and warrants issued by him 
since his last report. 


Sec. 7: He shall audit and examine 


all bills presented to the Council 
against the City for work and labor 
done, services performed, or mater- 
ials furnished, and shall compare the 
same with the order of requisition 
therefor; and he shall not present or 
refer any bill or order to the City 
Council until he is satisfied that the 
same is correct as far as his papers 
show and agree with the order of 
requisition therefor as aforesaid; nor 
until the same has either the ap- 
proval or rejection of the Board of 
Public Affairs endorsed therecn. 


Sec. 8: He shall keep a register in 


a book to be kept by him for that 
purpose, of the names of the o<vnsr, 
and the driver of every dray or ve- 
hicle for the transportation of freight, 


baggage, etc., or any hack, coach, cab, 
omnibus, automobile or other vehicles 
for the transportation of passengers 
for hire, within the limits of this city, 
the place of residence of each owner 
and the number of such vehicle; but 
he shall have no fee either for regis- 
tering such vehicle or noting such 
change of residence. He shall keep 8 
register of all licenses that may be 
issued by him in pursuance of any 
by-laws or ordinance of this City, giv- 
ing the name of the person to whom 
the same may have been issued, the 
number of such license ,the date and 
duration thereof, and the amount paid 
therefor. 


Sec. 9: He shall have the custody 


of the seal of the City, and shall affix 
an impression thereof to nil documents 
which may require the same in pur- 
suance of the laws of the State and 
ordinances of the City. 


Sec. 1$ He shall record all ordin- 


ances or by-laws at length Irt a book 
to be kept by him for that purpose 
as soon after their passage as may be 
and shall authenticate the same with 
his signature appended thereto just 
beneath the signature of the presiding 
officer of the Council; and he shall 
also as soon after their passage as 
may be, cause all by-laws or ordin- 
ances of a general or permanent na- 
ture, or which may impose any fine, 
penalty or forfeiture to be published 
not to exceed one time or insertion in 
some newspaper of general circulation 
in this city, over the signature of the 
presiding officer of the Council, nnd 
himself as such clerk. 


Sec. 11: He shall makei out nnd 


keep a book to be provided for that 
purpose a schedule of all real proper- 
ty owned by the City giving an ab- 
stract of the same, stating the loca- 
tion, description, number of lots and 
location, and cost of each particular 
piece, from whom purchased, whether 
the same has been fully paid for, and 
if any part of the purchase money 
remains unpaid, how much so re- 
mains, for what purpose such proper- 
ty is used, the expense to the City of 
having kept the same during the year 
ending December 31 last past, and the 
estimate value of such property at 
that date. 


Sec. 12: He shall, when the neces- 


sary application, has ben made, issue, 
countersign and seal all licenses pro- 
vided for by ordinance of the Court 
cil, and deliver the same to the City 
Collector, and charge him therewith, 
giving the number and name of the 
person, corporation Or company to 
whom issued. He shall state in each 
license the amount clue the City there- 
on and the fees due from the issuance 
and collection thereof. 


Sec. 13: Whenever the City Treas- 


urer shall appear before the City 
Council with any script, warrants or 
other evidences of indebtedness, at 
the times hereinafter specified, for 
the purpose of cancellation the City 
Clerk shall note on the minutes of 
said meeting the number and the 
amount of each of such pieces of 
scrip, warrant, or other evidences of 
indebtedness, 
and 
shall 
give 
the 


treasurer credit for the amount of the 
same on the account which shall be 
kept by said Clerk with the City 
Treasurer. 


Sec. 14: That the City Clerk of the 


City of Hope, Arkansas, shall receive 
as full compensation for his services 
?s such City Clerk a salary of S75.00 
per month, payable monthly on,the 
first day of each month after the 
services are performed. 


ARTICLE FIVE 


City Attorney 


Sec. 1: That the City Attorney, be- 


fore entering upon the duties of his 
office, shall take the oath of office as 
is required by the ordinance of the 
City of Hope, Arkansas. He shall be 
a practiing attorney, a resident of the 
City of Hope, Arkansas, and a quali- 
fied elector of the County of Hemp- 
stead and State of Arkansas. 


Sec. 2: He shall keep a docket of 


all the cases to which the City may 
be a party in any court of record, ex- 
cept the Police Court, in which shall 
be briefly entered all steps taken in 
each cause, which shall, at all times, 
be open to the inspection of the Mayor 
or any committee of the Council. It 
shall also be his duty to draft all or- 
dinances, bonds, contracts, leases, con- 
veyances, and such other instruments; 
of writing as may be required by tht 
business of 'the City, and to furnish 
written opinions upon subjects of a 
legal nature submitted to him by the 
City Council, the Mayor, or any of 
the Council committees, and to eon- 
duct all law business in which the 
City may be interested, when so or- 
dered by the City Council; and he 
shall attend all the sessions of the 
Police Coflrt and make complaint or 
file his bill of information against all 
persons charged with violating the or- 
dinances and by-laws of the City, and 
shall represent the City in all suits 
before said Police Court. 


Sec. 3: He shall semi-annually, at 


the last regular meeting of the Coun- 
cil in September and March, during 
his term of office, report in writing 
to the City Council a statement of all 
suits instituted or pending during his 
term of office in courts of record, 
except the Police Court, in which the 
City is plaintiff or defendant, the na- 
ture of the action, the date of com- 
mencement, and the several steps 
taken in court during his term of of- 
fice, to bring such suits to final issue 
to be accompanied with such explan- 
atory remarks as said attorney may 
see fit to append to the end that the 
Council may be kept fully advised of 
the legal affairs of the City. He shall 
also attach to said report a list of all 
such cases as may have been dispos- 
ed of during his term of office and 
subsequent to his last report. 


Sec. 4: Any money or other funds 


collected or received by him for the 
City shall at once be turned over to 
the City Treasurer, and his receipt 
taken therefor and filed with the 
City Clerk. 


Sec. 5: Upon the expiration of his 


term of office or his resignation or 
removal therefrom, he shall forthwith 
upon demand deliver to his successor 
all books and papers belonging to the 
City, or delivered to him by the City 
or any of its officers, and all papers 
in actions prosecuted or defended by 
him then pending and undetermined, 
together with his docket or register 
thereof, and of the proceedings therein. 


Sec. 6: That the City Attorney of 


the City of Hope, Arkansas, shall re- 
ceive as full compensation for his ser- 
vices as such City Attorney a salary 
of |50.00 per month, payable monthly, 


oft the first day of ench month after 
the services are cerformed. 


ARTICLE six 


Treasurer 


Sec. t: It shall be the duty of the 


treasurer to have in charge and safely 
keep all moneys belonging to the cor- 
poration and to pay out the same 
on warrant of the Mayor, countersign- 
ed by the City Clerk. 


Sec. 2: It shnlt be his duty to re- 


ceive and Issue all duplicate receipts 
for nil moneys received from the City 
Collector, County Collector, Police 
Judge. Pound Master or any other of- 
ficer of the City whose duties require 
Wm to pay money Into the City 
Treasury on account of revenues re- 
ceived by him, and shall keep a record 
thereof, showing the date, to whom 
issued, for what amount, the kind of 
funds, and from whom received, one 
Of which shall be filed with the City 
Clerk. 


Sec. 3: When the City Treasurer 


shall have received into his hands any 
scrip, or warrants whether from the 
City Collector, County Collector, Po- 
lice Judge, Pound Master, or other 
person for which he shall have given 
or shnll have paid for out of the City 
funds, he shall endorse the date the 
same was by him received, nnd shall 
endorse on the face thereof "Redeem- 
ed" and shall sign said endorsement 
officially. 


Sec. 4: He shall keep in a book to 


be provided for that purpose, n correct 
account of the financial affairs of the 
corporation, showing the amounts of 
all moneys received by him, and from 
what source, the amount paid out, and 
on what account, and the balance on 
hand, Such book of accounts shall, 
at all times, be open for inspection by 
any member of the 
Council, the 


Mayor, or City Attorney. 


Sec. 5: In making deposit, of any 


funds belonging to the corporation the 
Treasurer shall be governed by or- 
dinance or by special order of the 
Council nor shall nny such.deposit be 
made except 
in 
accordance with 


special order or ordinance of the 
Council. And it shall be the duty 
of the Treasurer to report to the 
Council at the first regular meeting 
in each calendar month the financial 
condition of the corporation, and such 
report shall be by him verified by 
oath. 


Sec. G: He shall at the first regular 


meeting of the City Council in the 
months of March, June, 'September 
and December, appear before the City 
Council with all scrip or warrants of 
the City or other evidences of indebt- 
edness, which he shall have redeemed, 
and paid, having the same accurately 
listed by number, and it shall be the 
duty of the City Council and the 
Treasurer to forthwith compare said 
scrip or other evidences of indebted- 
ness with the stubs of the city war- 
rant books, and if the same be found 
correct they shall be preserved until 
such time as an audit can be made of 
the city records, and when such audit 
is made then if there are no irrregu- 
larities and the said scrip or warrants 
of the city, or other evidences of in- 
debtedness which shall have been paid 
and redeemed when compared with 
!the stubs of -the warrant books of the 
City, all of said scrip, warrants or 
other evidences of indebtedness so re- 
deemed shall be burned or otherwise 
destroyed ini the presence of the 
Council. And the Treasurer shall be 
entitled to receive credit on his ac- 
count with the City, as Treasurer, for 
said sum. 


Sec. 7: If he shall neglect or refuse 


to pay any warrant drawn on him by 
the order of the City Council, having 
in his hands the money applicable and 
properly belonging thereto, the City 
Council shall prefer charges against 
him upon the same being brought to 
their notice; and if such charges shall 
be sustained, the office'of Treasurer 
shall be declared vacant, and shall be 
filled accordingly. If the City Treas; 
urer shall pay out any moneys or se- 
curities otherwise then by order of 
the City Council, signed by the presi- 
dent of the same and the City Clerk, 
as set forth in Section 1 of this ordin- 
ance,, he shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and on conviction there- 
of before the Police Court shall be 
fined in any sum not exceeding $25.00 
for each such offense; nor shall he 
retain any money or securities in his 
hands in payment of his own salary. 
But the same shall be paid to him 
in like manner as other officers and 
claimants, upon his presenting his bill 
or account therefor to the City Coun- 
cil, and the same being allowed by 
the Council as other claims against 
the City. 


Sec. 8: The City Treasurer of the 


City of Hope, Arkansas, shall execute 
bond to the City of Hope, Arkansas, 
with good and sufficient sureties to 
be approved by the City Council, in 
the sum of $10,000.00 for the faithful 
performance of his duties as City 
Treasurer. 


Sec. 9: That the City Treasurer of 


the City of Hope, Arkansas, shall re- 
ceive as full compensation for his ser- 
vices as such City Treasurer a salary 
of $60.00 per month, payable monthly 
on the first day of each month after 
the services are performed. 


ARTICLE SEVEN 


Police Judge 


Sec. 1: The Police Judge, in addi- 


tion to the jurisdiction, powers and 
privileges, and duties enumerated by 
the laws of the State of Arkansas shall 
be required to govern himself and be 
controlled by the rules hereinafter 
laid down pertaining to the Police 
Court, which are as follows: 


Rule 1: It shall be the duty of the 


Judge of the Police Court to keep a 
record of all cases brought before 
him, and make u regular entry of all 
the proceedings had in each case on 
his docket. 


Rule 2: It shall be his duty, and he 


is hereby authorized and empowered 
to make such rules and regulations as 
He may deem necessary for the pres- 
ervation of good ordei during the sit- 
tings of the court, and for the purpose 
of enforcing such rules and regula- 
tions he may impose a fine of not 
more than Five Dollars ($5.00) on any 
person violating the same. 


Rule 3: He shall make out in writ- 


ing, all the rules and regulations auth- 
orized to be made by the preceding 
section, and post at least two copies 
in his office, which shall be sufficent 
publication thereof. 


Rule 4: It shall be his duty, and he 


is hereby authorized and empowered 
to compel the attendance of one po- 
liceman and the collector of revenue, 
or his deputy at all sittings of the 


court. 


rtule 5: It shall be his duty, when 


an appeal Is taken from n decision of 
his court to require the affidavit and 
bond of the party appealing to be 
filed, before such party is released 
from custody. 


Rule 6: In all cases of appeal it 


shall be his duty to make.out n true 
nnd correct transcript 'of all proceed- 
ings had in Such case, ahd file it in 
the Circuit Court; provided always 
that the party so; appealing has com- 
plied with the requirements in such 
cases. 
'

Rule 7: Persons In custody shall be 


tried first, if rehdy for trial; nil other 
persons shnll bel(tried in the order in 
which their names', appear on the 
docket. 


Rule 8:. Any person arrested for a 


violation of;'a city ordinance, may be 
admitted to bail by executing n bond 
to the city wilh sufficient security to 
be approved by the Mnyor, the Police 
Judge, Chief of Police, or person in 
charge of the' stntlon house or city 
prison in any amount fixed by the 
officer taking said bond will appear 
upon the day therein named, before 
the Police Court 'to awnit his trial on 
the charge against him; and all bonds 
taken as above, shall be forthwith 
filed within the Police Court by the 
officer approving nnd taking such 
bond.

Rule 9: If,the. defendant fnil to ap- 


pear according to the condition of his 
bond, or having appenred, shall leave 
the court without awaiting his trial, 
the Police Court shall render judg- 
ment against the defendant for the 
amount of the penalty on said bond 
mentioned, and shall issue an execu- 
tion in fnvor of the City of Hope, Art 


; provided that the forfeiture of 


such rec&glllzance mny be set aside 
by the Police Court on the defendant 
appearing or being brought into court 
Within teh dnys after such forfeiture 
and showing good cause for the snme, 
nnd having paid all costs accruing in 
consequence of such forfeiture. 


Rule 10: All complaints before the 


police court shall be in writing and 
under oath, setting forth the nature 
of the complaint and the most im- 
portant particulars, and no warrant 
Shnll issue from said court until af- 
fidavit has been made, or upon n 
written complaint verified by the nf- 
fidnvit of the chief of police, or bill 
of information filed by the city at- 
torney. 


Rule 11: No cnse before the police 


court shnll 
be 
dismissed for any 


formal defects in the complaint if it 
substantially sets forth the nrtlurc of 
the offense alleged. 


Rule 12: Whenever 
n defendant 


shall be brought before the court 
Upon complaint .for nuisance or the 
like and it shnll be shown to the court 
that since the filing'of the complaint 
the cause of complaint has been re- 
moved or nbnted the court may dis- 
miss the defendant on payment of 
costs. 


Rule 13: All witnesses (city officers 


nnd prosecutors exccpted) duly sum- 
moned In nny cnse before the court 
nnd attending at the trinl shnll bo 
entitled to the same fees as allowed 
to witnesses by the stntc laws before 
Justices of the Peace; and every wit- 
ness shnll be deemed duly summoned 
who Is sworn and testifies in any 
cause, which fees shall 
be

ngiiinst the defendant in cnse he bo 
found guilty, nnd judgments shall be 


rendered against him %ereldr Ifi'.ad* 
ditlon to the fine Imposed in the 
cnse. 


Rule 14: Whenever any fine, penalty 


cr forfeiture shnll be Imposed by the 
police court for n violation of nny of 
the city ordinances or any other mat- 
ters or thing within the jurisdiction 
ct snid court, it shnll be the duly of 
the police judge to make out n com- 
mittment forthwith for the nersdit 
Bgninst whom the same mny have been 
imposed, staling therein the amoun ^ 
of such fine. penalty or forfeiture, to-; 
pother with costs, nnd deliver such A 
commitment to the city collector nnd 
make an entry of the same upon his 
docket. 


Rule 15: Upon the receipt of any 


such committment it shall be the duty 
'of the city collector receiving the 
some to forthwith demand payment 
of the fine, penalty or forfeiture, or 
cists therein specified, from the per- 
son therein named, nnd upon collec- 
tion of the same to make endorsement 
thereof upon such committment nnd 
file the committment with the city 
clerk on the 1st day of the following 
month, and turn over the amount col- 
lected to the police judge on the 1st 
tiny of the following month. 


Rule 16:

or property, taken from lodgert cr., 
prisoners, and returned to them again, 
or deposited with the Mayor shall be 
receipted. 


Rule 11: At any alarm of fire it 


be liable to suspension and dismissal 
for drinking any kind of liquor; for 
neglecting to wear his star and other 
emblems of office in a conspicuous 
position; for leaving his 
precinct or 


being absent without permission; for 
neglect to return all property taken 
from persons arrested .to the Chief of 
Police of the city; for neglect to threat 
officers and members of the force, 
and all other persons, civilly and re- 
spectfully on all occasions; for willful 
maltreatment of a prisoner or citizen. 


Rule 16: Intoxication, disobedience 


of orders, laziness or inattention to 
duty, lounging on his beat, sleeping 
while on duty, using coarse or insolent 
language, will work suspension or dis- 
m'Sfal from the force. 


Rule 17: The Mayor, as head of 


the police department, shall have the 
power to suspend any policeman or 
patrolman, for a failure to comply 
with any of the above rules or regu- 
lations; which suspension shall con- 
tinue till the next regular meeting of 
the city council; when 
the Mayor 


shall state to the Council the nature 
of the offense for which the officer 
was by him suspended. The Council 
shall then determine whether or not 
the suspension shall be permanent.
